REMARKS / ARGUMENT S 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the above 
amendments and following comments is courteously solicited. 

Initially, Applicant wishes to acknowledge the Examiner' s 
indication of allowability of previously submitted dependent 
claim 37 as set forth on page 6, paragraph 9 of the Examiner' s 
final rejection. Applicant by the instant amendment has 
rewritten dependent claim 37 in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim from which it depends. 
Therefore, amended independent claim 36, which incorporates all 
of the subject matter of indicated allowable dependent claim 37, 
is now in condition for allowance.
